INVASION OF GERMANY. 


The break between the allies and 
Germany was to have been expected. 
From the first the 
German 
people 
have failed to realize that they had 
been defeated 
and 
that 
the only 
thing that prevented an enemy invas­ 
ion of the fatherland and the forcing 
of an actual surrender of the entire 
armed forces of the Central powers, 
with the consequent 
occupation 
of 
their entire territory, was the coward­ 
ly flight of the kaiser and the eager 
• 
acceptance by the hastily former Ber­ 
lin government of the opportunity of­ 
fered by President 
Wilson 
to* cease 
hostilities, get together and arrange 
terms of peace. 
Germany was w hip­ 
ped thirty days before she and h£R 
ally, Austria, 
appealed 
to America 
for a way out, 
and 
those in control 
* 
knew it. 
But, as ever, they conceal­ 
ed I hat know ledge 
from the people 
and to the end endeavored to keep up 
the morale of the rank and file, both 
in the army and at 
home, 
by false 
statem ents of military successes. And 
when the end came they still claimed 
that they had not been beaten. 
Ever 
since, in the negotiations at Versailles, 
and at every 
conference 
followin'#, 
their attitude has been that of con­ 
querers rather than conquered, and 
f 
alw ays they have refused to admit re­ 
sponsibility for the war. 
Since signing the treaty, in which 
solemn promises were made and defi­ 
nite understandings 
assumed, 
they 
have constantly endeavored to avoid 
carrying out their parts of the agree­ 
ment. 
They 
were so 
successful in 
many of these that they 
grew arro­ 
gant and really entertained the be­ 
lief that they could make their own 
terms at this latest conference. 
Rely­ 
ing upon w hat they thought to be a 
difference of opinion between France 
and Great Britain and encouraged by 
the belief that England would never 
consent t<4,an invasion to enforce the 
treaty terms, 
they 
persisted to the 
last in defying the 
allied 
demands. 
Through their stubbornness and stu­ 
pidity they have alienated much of the 
sym pathy that for a time w as theirs 
and they face the most dreadful thing 
in war, a hostile military invasion. 
There were many who thought that 
there should have been no armistice, 
that the allies should have pushed on 
across the 'Rhine and stopped not un­ 
til they had occupied Berlin and from 
that vantage point dictated terms of 
peace, and then after the terms had 
been made, enforced them by military 
power. 
A more humane policy w as adopt- 
od, but, it would seem, the Germans 
them selves have 
brought 
about the 
catastrophe from 
which 
they 
were 
saved by the active efforts of the then 
President of the United States. 
It is to be hoped that the 
present 
move will bring to the German people 
a true realization of their exact situa­ 
tion and that no backward step will 
be taken by the allies until a full set­ 
tlem ent of differences 
is 
arrived at 
and the whole matter disposed of for 
all time. 


AMERICA AND FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
For a good mnav years foreign a f­ 
fairs have absorbed most of the at­ 
tention of 
the 
government 
of the 
United States and have overshadowed 
everything else in the minds of the 
American people. -There is no imme­ 
diate likelihood that foreign affairs 
are to sink into 
a subordinate 
posi­ 
tion. 
Most people would like to see 
them do so, and one of the promises 
pi the republicans in their cam paign 


was that they would pay more atten­ 
tion to domestic 
matters 
than had 
been paid them in the past. 
But it is 
not going to be easy 
to 
keep 
that 
promise. Foreign affairs still obtrude » 
them selves upon the government and 
upon the people and there is every in­ 
dication that they will continue to do 
so for some time to come. 
Another of the campaign promises 
of the republicans was that in dealing 
with foreign affairs they would aban­ 
don the policies of the Wilson admin­ 
istration. 
Indeed, 
in 
one 
of 
his 
speeches Mr. Harding spoke of the 
necessity of ‘‘entirely 
reversing’* the 
Wilson administration’s 
foreign pol­ 
icy. 
The change of government has 
now taken place, the Wilson adminis-* 
tration is at an end, the Harding ad­ 
ministration has begun; but, so far as 
one may now discern, it appears that 
this 
second 
republican 
campaign 
pfomise is also incapable 
of fulmil- 
ment. 
It is going to be very hard, it is 
going to be entirely impossible, to re­ 
verse the Wilson administration’s for­ 
eign policy. 
Already, before it had even taken 
office, the 
new 
administration had 
made known its intention to carry out 
a large part of the Wilson administra­ 
tion’s foreign policy. 
It is certain that 
there are other large parts of it which 
the new administration will endorse 
: and adopt. 
For instance, it is certain 
that the new administration will stand 
by the old mandates, both in regard to 
Yap and in regard to Mesopotamia. 
There are few more important phases 
of our foreign policy at present than 
the question 
of naval 
development, 
and the new administration is already 
on record as agreeing absolutely with 
the Wilson administration’s advocacy 
* of a commanding navy. 
W e have changed governments, but 
it is doubtful whether we have chang­ 
ed much in regard to the most impor­ 
tant present practical concerns of gov­ 
ernment, the 
question of foreign af­ 
fairs. 
Certainly on none of the con­ 
crete questions of foreign affairs now 
to the fore have we changed. On these 
questions the 
Harding 
government 
stands where the W ilson government 
stood— because 
the Wilson 
govern­ 
m ent’s stand was the right and neces­ 
sary stand. 
And as it is with respect 
to these concrete questions of foreign 
policy, so is it likely to prove in the 
long run with respect to the general 
question of this country’s relation to 
i the other nations of the world. 


THE TARIFF BILL’S FATE. 


President Wilson c e le b r a te d ly last 
full day in office by vetoing the Ford- 
ney em ergency tariff bill and writing 
a m essage about it in which he pul­ 
verized it about as thoroughly as any­ 
body could. 
It was a easy task. 
No 
searching of heart or long deliberation 
was necessary in order to determine 
what his action should be. 
The bill 
fairly shrieked aloud for a veto and 
there wras never any doubt that the 
president would veto it. 
As for ftie 
message, it is a perfectly plain and 
direct 
statement 
of 
fundam entals 
which were brazenly ignored by con­ 
gress in passing the bill and the mere 
statement of which 
is 
sufficient 
to 
condemn the measure. 
The whole course of events in re­ 
gard to the bill has been just what has 
been expected for some time. 
Con­ 
gress put the measure through for po­ 
litical purposes knowing that Mr. W il­ 
son would not permit it to become a 
law, and Mr^ Wilson did his duty as 
everybody was confident he would. 
He has one thing, at least, for which 
to thank the last congress. 
It gave 
him an opportunity to strike one more 
blow for good government, before giv- 
• ing up his office.
